CANTON, Ohio. STay 7—County and 


Wheeling & Lake Erie Railroad 
officials today are conducting an In- 
vestigation into the deaths of four and 
serious injuries of six other New Bal- 
timore boys, ranging in age 
from 


nine to sixteen years old, which oc- 
curred late yesterday afternoon, when 
a Wheeling & Lake Erie special train 
crashed into an automobile carrying 
them to Hart T ile. 


Respoasibility for the accident will 


not be placed for several days. The 
boys were members and supporters of 
the New Baltimore 
school baseball' 


team and were going to Hartville to 
play the school team from that place. 


There were three auto loads of them, j 


tbe first driven by Prof. Schure. of the 
New Baltimore school. The accident 
occurred at a crossing ia Kartville, 
where the view of the tracks is ob- 
structed by a large grain elevator. The 
school principal and Jus car got across 
the track safely, then saw the special 
passenger train bearing down at •> 
rapid rate.

Northcliffe On Journalism

HE AMERICAN PEOPLE in general and newspaper writers. 


and editors and publishers in particular, would perhaps 
resent the statement tiiat Lord Northcliffe is the greatest living 
newspaper publisher, yet we have seen that claim made for him: 
here in America and "it is doubtless frequently heard among 
Nortbcliffe's partisans in England. 
: 
But regardless of conflicting opinions on a point that can-, 


not be definitely decided one way or another, it must be ad- 
mitted that the British journalist is a power not only in the Brit- 
ish empire, but in the journalistic and diplomatic world at large. 
In this'connection it is especially interesting to newspaper men 
to know what the militant Englishman designates as his 
"formula of success." as told in a recent interview with George 
F.Kearney an English correspondent: 
i 


This is my formula for success. You have flattered me by • 


saying that I am a good reporter. Being a good reporter makes 
me a good editor, but only in so far as I keep on being a good 
reporter. Being an editor makes me a. good publisher but only, 
in so far as I keep in mind that a publisher is about as good a 
> 
publisher as he is an editor. In other words, reducing things, I 
am onlv as good a publisher as I am a reporter. 
You know I still go out on assignments. I covered the peace 


conference, and I was the first man to get an exclusive interview 
with President Wilson at the conference. 
! 
I would say that this rule applied to success in any line ol 
business. If I wanted to be a good builder I would learn to be 
a good bricklayer. My employe would have nothing on me, as 
you Americans sav. If you look at your organization, as an 
executive, from your worker's point of view, with yourself as 
one of the workingmen, you are well on the way toward 
eliminating labor troubles. 
A man who heads a big organization is only as big as his 


ability to understand the work, and the viewpoint, of his most 
humble employe. The present day unrest is due to our im- 
patience and the lack of a desire to understand. Thus capital 
is not eager to understand labor, and labor is unwilling to un- 
derstand capital. They both suffer from the same mistake. 
This js true also of nations. It is easier for a newspaper to 
interest the reader in lurid stories of another country than it is 
to portray actual conditions. I am very anxious that my news- 
papers shall interpret America correctly to the Bntishjpeople.
